By this fhort genealogy, which notices only 
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the names of iny perfonages, one eafily fees they 
were not of the moift -xalted condition: but the 
fablime Tragi¢ mixed up in their adventure, is 
well calculated to fupply the deficiencies of birth. 
Befides this, it is not always that kings and he- 
roes furnifh the bett leffons of duty. —Their faults 
are adapted only te correct the faults of their 
equals: inferior people pay but little attention 
to the difplay of fuch errors as are out of their 
{phere ; whereas examples chofen from their 
own order bring home the butinefs, and are of 
general utility. 

To fay that. Martin, one of the heroes of our 
hiftory, wasta petty houfekeeper, is (peaking of 
him as fplendidly as one well ean.— Absolute 
matter of his actions, he had enough to live in 
perpetual celibacy if he did notlike marriage, or 
to take a wife fhould celibacy grow tirefome. 
His relations did not take much iuterett in his 
Welfare, nor in the welfare of her, whom he af- 
terwards thought proper to make his wife.

It 
would be more difficult to-deceive-us, if exam- 
ples were more common: it is their fearcity 
that favours the miftakes into which they lead 
us- This humourous Impoftor frved feveral 
years in the fame regiment with the veritable 
Martin,—Their extraerdinary likenef, 
ftrengthened by their wearing the fame uniform, 
occafioned many droll enterprizes as Iudicreus 
as entertaining.— When the real Martin appear- 
ed for the firit time in the troop, he was aftouith- 
ed to find himfelf in the midft of people who 
feemed to be his particular acquaintances ; he 
examined them attentively one by one, and the 
more he obferved, the more he was certain that 
in his whole life he never faw them before. No 
matter for that, they infifted on being his friends. 
What could be more pleafant ! One man ap- 
proached him en passant, apd thook him by 





the hand in the moft cordial! mapner; another, 
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who was walking behind him, can :fwear to his 
back, doubles his pate, and gives him a hearty 
flap upon the fhoulder;—he turns round, and 
encounters another comrade, who wifhes him a 
good day ; a fourth talks te him about the party 
which was made laft night at the bowling-preen 
or the billiard-table, and iofifts upon knowing 
who loft and who won ;—in fhort, tarn on which 
fide he will, he is received by the foldiers of his 
regiment with as much eafe and familiarity as 
if they had already made three or four campaigns 
together. He could not comprehend the mean- 
ing of this ftrange adventure, and the embarrafs- 
ments into which he was thrown With the auk- 
ward efforts he made to explain things, increaf- 
ed at once the ridicule and the difficulty. “‘ Ah, 
my eld friend,” criesone, ** what haft thee becn 
doing to-day? So you got into a quarrel !af 
night! Sart laysa child to you, I find. Whert 
time did you arrive to-day ? Why, you open your 
eyes, and meafure a-body as if you did not know 
us !'—Come, come, comrade, that won’t do.” 
At length this enigma unfolded itfelf. The 
very men for whom he bad been io iong mitla- 
ken, and of whom he was indeed a fort of natu- 
ral duplicate, attracted by the multitude which 


| was gathered about the new comer niade his 


appearance. 

The fpectators difcovered the greate& aftonith- 
ment in feeing thefe fimilitutes tegether. The 
puzzle lafted fome days, and at length it was 
agreed that they fhould diftinguifh one from the 
other by certain characterizing marks. ht hap- 
pened, however, that the fouls as well as bodies 
of thefe men were alike, and they were foon

Singular Attachment of Leonarp Convert, 
a Native ef France, for Wipows, 


LEONARD Condert, a native of the provinee of 
Limofin, in France, was remarkably attached. to the 


fair fex, his fincerity always led him to comfort the’ 


forlorn and diftreffed, by fhewing a particular penchant 
for widows, to one of which clafs he was contracted 
at the age of eighteen, but the interference of his 
friends put a ftop to at leaft, the legal confummation. 

Atihe age of twenty-three, onthe 19th of January, 
1745, he was firft married to Leonarda Dumont, wi- 
dow, who died the 3d of February, 1750. 

To bis fecond wife, he toek an the third of April fol- 
towing, Mary Boyle, widow, who died on the ad of 
February, 1763. 

The third wite, whom he married on the 4th of June 
was Jane Noalles, widow, who died the twelfth of 
May, 1768. 

His attachment to the fair in general, ard to widows 
in particular, fuffered no diminution, for on the 6th 
of February, 1769, he married, for the fourth time, 
with Catharine Vailade, widow, who in her turn left 
him a folitary mourner, the 23d of October, 1771. 

He fought for his ufnal relief, and-on the firft of Ju- 
by, 1773, he married bis fifth wife Ann Bargette, wi- 
dow, whom heaven was pleafed to take te its mervies 
onthe 7th of January, 1777- 

* He continued to mourn fer her lefs full four months, 
when folitude becoming a burthen, he threw off his 
fable habit, and boldly attacked the lufty widow of 
Fraocis Belarbre, who beeame his fixth wife on the 
27th of May, 1777, whe bleficd him with her endear— 
ments no longer than till the 26thef December, 1779. 

Habit was now become nature, and thoug® in the 
58th year of his age, he was married for the feventh 
time onthe 3d of July, 1781, to Frances Lapeyre, 
widow ! whom he buried in January 1784; and im- 
mediately attacked the widow of Jean Jacques Zaure, 
whom he foon after efpoufed. Here our information 
refpeCting this curious man terminates.

THE COURT OF LOVE. 


TUIS was a fociety formed by thofe high-priefts of 
gallantry, the early poets, or Troubadours of Provence. 
it was fhertly imitated by fimilar eftablifhments in 
Gafcony, Languedoc, Poi¢tou,and Dauphiny,. Picardy, 
the conftant rival of Provence, had alfo its Piaids et 
Gicux fous i’Ormel, an inftitution differing from the 
former only in name. 

Thefe eftablithments confifted of knights end ladies 
of the highef rank, exercifcd and approved in courte- 
ty, who aflumedan abfolute judicial power in matters 
uf the moft delicate nature; trying, with the moft 
« onfummate ceremony, all cafes in love brought before 
ileir tribunals. Nordid their decrees receive effect 
f:om the voluntary fubmiitfion only of their members; 
ihe geveral courtefy of the times tamped them with 
unqueftionab’e authoriry, nor did the legiflature itfelf 
difdain to fanctien their decifions. 

Of this a remarkable inftance is recorded, which 
took place in France in the year 1206; when applice— 
tion was made tothe queen to reverfe a fentence 
deemed unjuft by the party, and which had been pro- 
nounced in the love pleas of one of thefe courts, in 
which the Countefs of Champagne prefided. It was 
deemed, however, that decrees of this nature admit- 
ted of no appeal ; and her amijefty declared, tha: fie 
did not choofe to interpofe in a matter of fuch confe- 
quence, nor to fcrutinize the decrees of a court whofe 
power was abjolute, and whofe decisions were final ; 
adJing, * God forbid thai I fhould prefume to contra- 

ict the fentence of the couniefs of Champagne.””— 
So far may the manners, andeven prejudices, of an 
age, fometimes havea teadency to correét the haugh- 
tiuefs even of dlefpotic power !

AT Aix la Chapelle, a celebrated mafter of 
Muflic, 4 doétor in the fcience, and a great com-

On 
the third day of his delirium, one of thofe natu- 
ral inftinéts, which, it is faid, eaufe the brute 
animals, when fick, to feek the hérbs that are 
proper for them, caufed him to defire that a 
little concert might be performed in bis cham- 
ber.

On the patient’s hearing 
atane he himfelf compofed, and which was much 
approved, his countenance affumed a ferene and 
pleafing air, his eyes were no longer fierce or 
wild, the convulfions totally ceafed, he fhed tcars 
of pleafure, and fhewed a mach greater fenfi- 
bility than could be expected or hoped for fo 
foon. He was free from the fever daring the 
whole concert ; but as foon as it was finithed, 
he relapfed igto his former condition. Upon

Philadelphia, September io. _ 


By Capt. R, Meafe, of the fchooner Lively, 15 
days from Cape-Francois, we learn that fome 
days previous to his failing, the Britifh had taken 
poffeffion of Monte Chrifte, by exprefsinvitation 
from the Spaniards, who fent to the Mole for 
the purpofe: this ftep however was not deemed 
of any confequence atthe Cape, and , certainly 
Was very imprudent in the Spaniards, as by trea- 
ty their whole poffeflions are ceded to the French, 
in St. Domingo; and thofe concerned in this af- 
fair will no doubt be made to fuffer for their te- 
merity and folly.—Since the arreftation of Eti- 
enne and Barrafcall, two noted chiefs of the 
blacks, by order of the government, the negroes 
have burned feveral plantations near Port de 
Paix; 490 men from that place under general 
Pageot, marched againft them and forced them 


_toretreat to the mountains and ravines, where 


it was impoflible for white men to follow them. 
Perroud, one of the former adminiftrators of 
Port de Paix, is appointed minifter plenipoten- 
tiary from the Republic to the leeward neutral 
Hands, and one Thibeaux is appointed in his 
place. Bufinefs of every kind very dull at the 
cape. 
From the Courier Francais. 

A courier difpatched from Porte San-Domin- 
go reached Cape-Francois on the 18th of Auguft, 
and brought intelligence, thata French corvette 
juit arrived at San-Domingo had announced, 
that the fleet of Don Salano, which, united with 
that of Richery is compofed of 32 fhips of the 
line, may momently be expeéted, the corvette 
having been only a few days a head of the fleet. 

The Mland of Dominica has been taken by 
Victor Hugues from the Englith. 

Tortola, one of the Virgin iflands, has alfo 
been taken and 60 Englifh merchantmem were 
captured there by the Republicans. The ifland 
is entirely ruined. 

The Britith have almoft entirely evacuated St. 
Lucia, where they occupy only Morne Fortune 
from whichthey will aifo foon be driven. 


BOSTON, September 2. 
Nava ENGAGEMENT. 

On Tuefday laftarrived in Nantafket Roads, 
the Britifh frigate Za Raifon, Capt. Beresford, 
rating 24 and Monnting 32 guns—nines and fixes, 
withtwo 24 pound carronades. On the 24th 
ult. in the evening George Bank’s bearing W. b. 
S. diftant 20 leagues, was. chaced by a French 
frigate which fooncameup with, and engaged 
La Raijon. Her force not precifely known ; but 
fuppofed, by the Englith officers, te have been a 
44 gun fhip. The Actioncontinued that evening 
an hour asd a quarter, when the veffels feparated 
in a fog. ® Next morning the two fhips again met, 
and fought three quarters of an hour—a fog 
aguin ariling, the veflels again parted, and did 
not fallin with each other afterwards. La Raifon 
had two men killed and 7 wounded three danger- 
oufly : fhe was much damaged in her bull and 
rigging—having to bend almoft a complete new 
fuit offails. She is, however, refitted, and will 
probably put to feathis week. It is not known 
what veffel the was engaged with ; but it was pre- 
bably the frigate that was feen off the Capes of the 
Delaware, about three weeks finc&—and faid by 
the pilots, to be “‘a fine French frigate.’ She is 
expected at this port. 








NEW-YORK, September 7. 
Naval Engagements. 
The Thetis and Thifbe, Britifh frigates, part 
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Hoek Monday evening. A letter from captain 
Hardy of the Thifve tocaptain Stanhope of the, 
Halifax packer, fays, that the fquadren, after 2 
long chafe, came up with a French frigate of 32 
guns, which, after a few thots, ftruck. The 
chafe was then continued after the other two 
veflels, one of which mounted 44, the other 38 
guns. And-when the Thetis and Thifbe left the 
fquadron, which was on the 29th ult. at fun fet, 
the Admiral’s thip andthe Topaz frigate were 
within three quarters of a mile of the Freuch fri- 
gates.

«« Citizen Legiflators, 

“€ Victory is as faithful to the armies of the 
Republic in Germany, as fhe has been in Italy. 
We have to announce to you a battle gained at 
Reachen. 

‘* The army of the Rhine and Mofele, after 
its brilliant- paflage of the Rhine, had fuccefs- 
fully engaged in feveral combats, which were 
the prelude to the moft important operations. 
A general battle took place on the 10th at Ren- 
chen. The Republican troops alternately em- 
ployed, in imitation of the {kilful chiefs who 
commanded them, that national boldnefs which 
overthrows every thing that oppofe its impetuo- 
fity; and that unfkaken courage which refifts 
every effort. The enemy left inthe power of 
the French ten pieces of cannon twelve hundred 
prifoners, fix hundred horfes, and a field of bat- 
tle covered with dead bodies—Their lofs is en- 
ormous, Such is the expreflion of Moreau, the 
; commander in chief. 

** The army of the Sambre and Meufe did not 
remain a paflive fpetator of the victorious march 
of the army of the Rhine and Mofelle. The 
divifion which had fallen back behind the Rhine, 
forcibly repaffed that river at Cologne, between 
Coblentz and Angermach. A corps of the ene- 
my, which defended the right bank, was com- 
pelled to fly with precipitation.”

LETTER V. 
ON RESIGNATION, AND TRUST IN GOD. 


THE tender folicitude 1 feel for my beloved 
friends, impels me to fend them a few thoughts 
on the MibjeG of Refignation under affiictions to 
the will of the Almighty ; for though furrounded 
as you are both with every earthly biefling, yet 
vou muft not expect to be exempted from the 
common lot of trial, difappointment, and fuf- 
fering : as married women, you have not only 
your ewn afflictions to furmount, but you muft 
foothe and allay the forrows of your hufbands. 
One would not, indeed,.on al/ occafions, with 
to be wholly infenfible to difquietude, and we 
muit certainly renounce the moft refined delights 
of our being, if we would on all occafions with 
to poffefs our fouls in a floical tranquility. 

The great bufinefs is, to bring our minds to 
that reGignation to the will of the Almighty, as 
to make it the governing principle of our whole 
lives, and the chief fiuypport under the various 
troubles of it. Butit is our dove to God which 
muft bring us to a free refignation of our will to 
His: ashe is moft wife and moft merciful, we 
fhould of neceffity conclude that his will is the 
bef?; the heart muft be fatisfied that the cala- 
mity, whatever it be, that we lament, comes 
from the hand of God, of whofe wifdom, love, 
and goudnefs, we have the greateft affurance ;

It is equally im- 
poffible to fiipfofe tliat the Deity whe has made 
fo Many things for our ufe, and to regale every 
fenfe, can neglect our concerns, or misjudge 
what is proper for us ; we may furely (miferable 
worms as we are} e/low God himfelf to confider 
what is thoft preper for {it own creatures, and 
whats moft fuitable to our natures, and moit 
profitable for our affairs. Man is perhaps mere 
dear to his Maker than he is to himif; how 


Know we but the bleffing we languifh for is only’ 


delayed to be encreafed in its value? Let the 
moft unhappy of mortals oniy wait the final 
upfhot of events, he will then find the gnfhing 
tear, the heaving figh, changed intq fongs of 
praife and hymns of wonder. An intelligent 
almighty power reftrains us, doubtlefs, from 
many incidents, which in our prefent blind ftate 
we mifcail happinefs, for the fame kind reafon 
which we reftrain a fimple child, in its helplefs 
infancy, from whatever is pernicious, or abfo- 
lutely contrary to its prefervation. Our way- 
ward defires are often like thofe of a fretful in- 
fant, who cries to put its hand in the fire.

This uncomfortable reflection, 1 think, is fo far 
from aljeviating our forrows, that it ought, to 
a benevolent mind, make them ftill greater ; to 
a mind endued with tender fenfibility, there can 
furely be no relief or mitigation of its griefs, in 
refiecting that another perfon is as wretched as 
one’s felf. 

By a perfect refignation of our will to , we 
fhall attain that ftruj? and confidence im his un- 
limited power, and bound!efs mercies, which 
will render us not oftly indifferent but /uperior, 
tothe innumerable changes of this fluctuating 
fiate. Whatis not a devout foul capable of at- 
chieving, when it is animated by this divine con- 
fidence in that Being, who,
